Tariff Reduction On Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand 
Meat Draws Fire 


“Reduction of the tariff on 
Australian an@é New Zealand 
lamb, has created a crisis in the 
sheep industry of Canade,” it was 
stated by Richard Ballthorn at the 

annual meeting of the Alberta 
Provinetal Sheep 
sociation, in the 
Thursday. 
Prior to the taking off of the tar- 


| iffs, the Canadian lamb, which is 


the finest you can get anywhere, 
was cheaper to buy than the Aus- 
tralian, but now that the tariff is 
off, meat from the Antipodes, 
which has been frozen for some 
times several weeks, can be pur- 
chased at about the same price as 
our own lamb in Canada. 


BRINGS ABOUT 6 CENTS 

In eastern Canada where a good 
deal of shipping was carried on, 
the lamb in Toronto can be put on 
the market at about 8e while the 
Alberta Jamb, which has to stand 
the shipping charges, only brings 
about 6c to the feeder. 

E. W. Brunsden, of Calgary, said 
that in the drought areas. the sheep 
had gained from five to ten pounds 
during the hot, dry summer, thus 
proving that sheep-raising is the | 
ideal industry for the southern part | 
of the province.

Morale Of Citizens Is Not 
Seriously Impaired, Com. 
mission Is Told

REGINA, Dec. 17—Sashatche- 
wan's agricultural regions have 
about reached the saturation 


point as far as population is con- 
cerned, Hon. J. G. Baggart, Sas- 
katchewan minister of agriculture, 

Thereday. It was already 
greater than in corresponding 
regions of the United States, 

Rather than being likely to ab- 
sorb more people, the trend was in 
the other direction, he told the 
Rowell commission. 

Practically all the good arable 
land has been taken ep, 50 that 
acreage under cultivation would not 
increase. A suggestive fact was 
that the average size of farms was 
becoming steadily larger, except 
for small homesteads in the north, 
he said. 

He noted that between 1931 and 
1936, approximately 60,000 per- 
sons had left the province, doubt- 
less because of economic stress in 
some cases. 


The morale and energy of the | 


people of Saskatchewan had not 
seriously been impaired by drought 
and disaster, he asserted, as evi- 
denced by the fact they steadily 
maintained their productive enter- 
prise at or above former levels. 


GREATER ACREAGE 


Far from discouraged, Saskat- 
chewan farmers had sown a greater 
ecreage of wheat in 1937 than they 
did in 1928 and assistance was 
provided on less than 3,000,000 of 
the 14,000,000 acres seeded. In fact, 
the acreage seeded without govern- 
ment help was about equal that 
seeded in 1926. 


Butter production in the province | 


doubled between 1928 and 1936 and 
honey production multiplied five 
times. Acreage of oats and barley 
was maintained at 1927-28 levels, 
as was livestock generally, except 
for hogs. 


AID IS SMALL 

While the 
chewan farmers had received in 
Various forms of government aid 
might seem a large amount, it was 
small compared to the losses the 


people had suffered in crop failures | 


and low prices, he contended. If 
yields and prices had been since 
1930 as they were from 1918 to 
1929, Saskatchewan farmers would 
have obtained approximately $1,- 
000,000,000 more than they did, for 
which government aid was about 
a 10 per cent substitute.

SEARCH BAY WATERS 

Six coast guard boats put out to 


| seemingly impossible task of reach- 
| ing shore more than a mile away. 
An unusually strong ebb tide 
| swept the rocky slopes of the 
island and the men would have 
drowned unless they obtained a 
| boat or logs in some manner. 


| The tide rushed past Alcatraz at 
| seven miles an hour. Ferry line

any strange boats-near the prison,

RAILWAYS ON RELIEF 

Hon. C. D. Howe says the Canadian National 
deficit for the year will be “a little less than 
$40,000,000." The immediate response will be 
another outburst of demands for amalgamation 
of the Government system with the C.P.R.; with 
perhaps another pamphlet from that hopeful 
committee in Toronto which propagandized the 


country two years ago to amalgamate the rail- , 


ways and thus free our millionaire citizens from 
having to pay income taxes or flee to Bermuda to 
escape them 

The fact of course is that the National Rail- 
ways are on relicf—like half the people in the 


territory which normally produces the traffic | 


without which the railways cannot prosper. For 
the same reason that western agriculture is not 
self-supporting at present, the Government's 
railway system is in the like position. Given a 
few good crops, farms and railways alike will be 
able to earn enough to®meet their expenses. 


CREDULITY IS STRAINED

WATCHING EACH OTHER

Quebec. Since the three prairie provincial gov- 
ernments did that, no objection would seem to 
be in order. But, whether in order or not, some- 
thing akin to protest is raised by newspapers in 
other provinces, notably but not exclusively in 
the west. The impression thus voiced seems to 
be that Ontario and Quebec are “ganging up,” 
either to make combined demands on the Dom- 
inion for favors, or to present a united front 
against the proposals for federal help presented 
by the western provinces—probably the latter. 


Time will show what basis there is for this | 


suspicion, if any. Meantime it is significant that 
the conferring premiers recognized the danger 
of giving just such impression in the other prov- 
inces as they have given. That possibility, it is 
stated, was discussed by them and is to be dis- 
cussed further. Nothing could better illustrate 
the unforeseen, unfortunate and unpromising 
times upon which we have fallen than the latent 
distrust thus disclosed as existing among the 
peoples of the provinces. If two provincial pre- 
miers cannot get together without exciting alarm 
that they are trying to “put something over” the 
rest, the sense of national unity must be at low 
ebb. Are we Canadians still, or are we just 
provincials? Behn 

SOMETHING CONSTRUCTIVE 

The Saskatoon Board of Trade has presented 
to the Royal Commission on Dominion-provin- 
cial relations a plan for a broad attack on the 
farm debt problem. It proposes as a first step 
that a survey of farm debts be made, and these 
reduced to proportions reasonably capable of 
payment, with interest at not more than 4 per 
cent. And that a federa) finance corporation be 
formed to take over the reduced debts, giving 
mortgage-holders and other farmers’ creditors 
debentures bearing interest at 3 per cent. 

In support of the plan it was stated that first 
Mortgages on western farms now amount to 


$375,000,000, This borrowing was done on an 8 | 


per cent basis; and “it isn’t possible to run an 
agricultural country on 8 per cent money.” As 
for the Debt Adjustment arrangement, it had 
only “nibbled” at the problem, dealing with per- 
haps two thousand cases out of 146,000 needing 
attention. It was estimated that over the last 
ten years mortgage companies had actually re- 
ceived not more than 242 per cent on their in- 
vestments in western farm mortgages. 

This proposal is the most comprehensive yet 
suggested for clearing up the debt “mess” and 
restoring lost hope and opportunity to western 
agriculture. Whether anything comes of it will 
rest ujtimately with the farmers’ creditors. Un-

JOBS FIRST 

During the six months ending with Septem- 
ber, more than 12,000 people left Canada to 
reside abroad, and nearly the same number came 
in to make their homes here. From the inter- 
change, Canada gained 55 residents. In any- 
thing like normal times and normal sentiment, 
that would be positively and seriously discour- 
aging. As matters stand, nobody will be deeply 
disappointed. For in the existing order of things, 
the inference quite generally drawn will be that 
there are now 55 more applicants for the insuffi- 
cient number of jobs than there were before. The 
inference may be wholly wrong. Maybe all those 
who went out were job-hunters. Maybe all those 
who came in are well-to-do. Taking the “orchard 
run” of out-goers and in-comers, the truth prob- 
ably is that there are a few more persons in the 
Dominion now who need employment to live. 

In prosperous times Canada has absorbed far 
more than 55 new residents per day on the 
average, with no resultant demand for doles or 
relief work projects. At present it could not 
absorb that many new-comers per week; a pro- 
portion of them would show up ‘in the relief lists 
before the end of a year. One main reason of 
course is that the great open spaces formerly 
| available for settlers are open no longer. In the 

older sections of the west the homesteads have 
been taken. And drought has blanketed an enor- 
mous area from which an indefinite number of 
farmers will have to be removed. The country’s 
| capacity to absorb immigrants in future must 
| depend upon industrial and commercial develop- 
| ment, rather than upon the extension of settle- 
| ment into unoccupied farming areas. To do that 
| Canada must find markets for its products 
| abroad in volume larger than sufficed in former 
years. A policy of trade restriction was always 
bad. It would be fatal now to any chance that a 
fast growing population could find here the 
means of self-support.

“THE SAVINGEST MAN” 
Cleveland, in Ohio, has just lost a citizen, 
William C. Martin, who having worked for 55 
years at an average salary of $2,400 left an estate 
of $162,052. He was “the savingest man” Daniel 
E. Morgan, who as city manager was his boss, 
ever knew. Mr. Martin served a steel company 
as a clerk for 33 years and as an auditor in the 
city water department thereafter.

NATIONALISM VS. PROVINCIALISM 


If it is not possible to endorse in toto the case 
of the Winnipeg Board of Trade before the Rowell 
Commission, it must be conceded that its brief 
threw a lot of emphasis where emphasis was most 
needed. One of the major purposes of that Com- 
mission was to rediscover the national perspec- 
tive and to clarify the needs as well as the 
objectives of Confederation. It was to this that 
the Winnipeg Board of Trade addregsed itself. 


Canadian citizenship should mean, it said, 
“much more than the right to vote in Dominion 
elections,” or to be a source of Federal taxation. 
Those who say that these functions are about all 
national citizenship entails are not exaggerating 
the development of sectionalism and its introvert- 
ed Provincial consciousness. There is a deal of 
clear reasoning behind the claim that if the in- 
dividual is to benefit from wider opportunities as 
a national, his Province and the municipality can 
expect comparable benefits. 

Those things which are impeding the develop- 
ment of national life were, in part at least, well 
defined by the Winnipeg spokesmen. Duplicated 
administrative machinery, beyond any question 
of waste and inefficiency, has localized the in- 
dividual interest. What was said of the inter- 
ference with interprovincial trade, and the 
current tendency of some provinces to selfishly 
legislate restrictions which “have the effect of a 
prohibitive tariff” on business, cannot be argued. 
The notorious Quebec Bill No. 5 is but a typical 
example. There have been, also, if fewer in num- 
ber, instances of provinces seeking to restrict 
individual privileges which actually are resident 
in national citizenship. 

Any one who has studied closely this habit of 
laboring the sectional interest to the exclusion of 
the national will admit the difficultiés in the way 
of discouraging it. There is first, perhaps, the fear 
of surrendering provincial authority to what 
might develop as a state of dictatorship under a 
larger neighbor. But actually, beyond the cen- 
tralization of some social responsibilities and ad- 
ministrative services which have already out- 
grown the local boundaries, there is really noth- 
ing that requires fundamental change. 


What is needed—and the whole brief of the 
Winnipeg Board of Trade was a plea for it—is 
interprovincial co-operation along the lines con- 
ceived in Confederation when the provinces 
themselves had the foresight to change the 
pattern. Such co-operation, we believe, is not 
dependent on constitutional alterations half so 
much as on our ability to nationalize our think- 
ing. Co-operation of any kind presupposes a will 
to co-operate. And before we can hope to direct 
our efforts and promote development in a manner 
that will benefit us, any section of us, as Cana- 
dians we must come to think as Canadians.— 
Toronto Globe and Mail. 


UNITY IN THE BALLOT BOXES 
The result of the visit of Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett 
to Edmonton and his conference with Mr. 
Duggan, the Alberta Conservative leader, has 
brought joy and gladness to Premier Aberhart. 
He told his Calgary Prophetic Bible Institute on 


Sunday that he was not surprised there had been 
“squabbling” between the Conservatives and the 
Liberals in their attempt to form a united front 
against Social Credit. “I never could see how 
progressive Liberals who are sincere in their 
views of monetary reform, as propounded by the 
present Prime Minister of Canada, could unite 
with Conservatives who are satisfied with the 
present inadequate financial system of borrowing 
ourselves into debt,” Mr. Aberhart told his Cal- 
gary audience, 

In this Mr. Aberhart is right. Mr. Gray. leader 
of the Liberal party, steadfastly refuses any 
“fusion” or “amalgamation” of parties; refuses to 
become allied with the People’s League of Cal- 
gary and Edmonfon because it represents the 
financial and investment interests. But Mr. Gray 
has steadfastly advocated co-operation out in the 
constituencies among all those who feel that the 
first matter of great importance is to rid Alberta 
of the Social Credit experimenters and to re- 
establish in Alberta efficient, responsible govern- 
ment. 

When the Liberals of Alberta took the lead 
in organizing and providing leadership for the 
attainment of this objective Conservative assur- 
ances of co-operation were freely, and, we be- 
lieve, sincerely proffered, and, in all good faith, 
the Liberals proceeded to act in accord with the 
policy of co-operation announced by their leader. 

Mr. Bennett's visit to Edmonton has put an 
end to Conservative co-operation, and the result 
of his visit explains Mr. Duggan’s attitude to Mr.

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, December 19, 1937. 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Eight-ounce glass of 
orange juice before breakfast; two coddled eggs; 
Melba toast. Lunch: Buttered whole-wheat 
noodles; spinach; celery and ripe olives. Dinner: 
Baked rabbit; string beans; beets; head lettuce 
with peanut butter dressing; ice cream. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle, butter 
and maple syrup; stewed raisins. Lunch: Pint of 
buttermilk; 10 or 12 dates. Dinner: Vegetable 


soup; roast beef; baked carrots; raw cabbage. 


salad; gelatin with whipped cream. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
Melba toast; baked apple. Lunch: Lima beans; 
cooked turnip greens; salad of sliced’ beets on 
lettuce. Dinner: Leg of mutton; small turnips; 
salad of lettuce, parsley and spinach; prune 
whip. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Toasted whole- 
wheat biscuits; coddled eggs; stewed figs. Lunch: 
Buttered oyster plant; salad of diced vegetables 
in gelatin. Dinner: Broiled steak with mush- 
rooms; Brussels sprouts; lettuce and celery salad; 
sliced pineapple. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; crisp 
bacon; Melba toast; applesauce. Lunch: Pota- 
toes; cooked greens; salad of grated raw beets 
and turnips. Dinner: *Stuffed beef rolls; pump- 
kin; spinach; baked pears. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; Melba 
toast; dish of berries. Lunch: Baked squash; 
cooked celery root; salad of endive and lettuce. 
Dinner: Broiled fillet of sole; asparagus; small 
green peas; sliced tomatoes; gelatin. 

SATURDAY—CHRISTMAS DAY—Break-: 
fast: Crisp ham; omelet; Melba toast. Dinner: 
Celery; roasted nuts; tomato bouillon; stuffed 
beet salad; roast chicken, Melba toast dressing; 
escalloped celery; mashed turnips and carrots; 
pumpkin pie. Supper: Cold sliced chicken; salad 
of grated raw carrots and lettuce. 

“STUFFED BEEF ROLLS: Select a round 
steak of medium thickness, remove all fat and 
gristle, and cut into pieces about four inches in 
diameter. On each piece place a mound of the 
following dressing: Slice and. slightly toast the 
desired amount of real whole-wheat bread or 
whole-wheat muffins. Break into bits and 
moisten with milk. Add diced celery, minced 
ripe olives, ground roasted peanuts and seedless 
raisins, gauging thé quantities to suit your own 
taste. Mix all together by tossing about with 
a fork, being careful not to add too much milk— 
only enough to hold ingredients together. 

Roll each piece of meat around the dressing 
and fasten with toothpicks, place on grill and 
brown on all sides. Put into heavy pan (such 
as iron skillet or Dutch oven) with a small 
amount of boiling water, cover tightly and let 
simmer for an hour over a slow fire. Add a little 
cold water from time to time as needed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss Wilma G. wants to know: 
“What dessert do you recommend with a meal of 
meat and cooked vegetables to which is added a 
fresh raw salad?” 

ANSWER: Try using some of the gelatin 
desserts, or use stewed dried fruits such as 
prunes, or apple sauce, or custard. A small serv- 
ing of ice cream makes a pleasing dessert to be 
used by those in good health. You will find that 
your health will be better if you will use the 
simpler desserts, avoiding the heavy rich 
desserts. If these latter are taken it should be 
only occasionally on festive occasions. 

QUESTION—Mr. Robert W. inquires: “What 
causes the hands to be cold some of the time? 
Sometimes they tingle just as though they had 
gone to sleep.” 

“ANSWER: The most common cause of cold- 
ness of the hands is poor circulation produced by 
lack of exercise. An interference with the blood 
circulation induced by heart trouble is also suffi- 
cient to cause the sensation, or it may be due 
to neurasthenia or anemia. If the underlying 
cause is lack of exercise, the use of vigorous 
calisthemics, together with walking, will be of 
benefit. You will find that plunging them in cold 
water one minute and rubbing them with a 
coarse towel will help. Walking will improve 
the circulation of blod all over the body if you 
walk vigorously and cover four or five miles each 
day. I do not know of any other exercise which 
will accomplish the same desirable results in im- 
proving the eirculation as walking.

A Day in Canadian History

December 17, 1792, is a date 
which must ever be memorable in 
the annals of Quebec, because it 
marked the beginning of parlia- 
mentary representation for the 
French-Canadians. In the previous 
June the people of Lower Canada 
first exercised the proud privilege 
of electing members to a repre- 
sentative assembly, and December 
17 the legislature met for the first 
time. A line of demarcation be- 
tween the two parties became ap- 
parent at the very outset, the 
“British party” endeavoring to se- 
cure the election of an English- 
speaking member as Speaker and 
to impose the English language as 
the sole official mode of communi- 
cation upon an assembly largely 
composed of French-speaking mem- 
bers. That failed. Jean Antoine 
Panet was elected as Speaker, and 
there began a racial controversy 
which has, more or less, continued 
until today, though now the French 
language is supreme in the legisla- 
ture, the courts, the municipal 
councils, and has an equal right 
with English in the Senate and the 
House of Commons in all official 
documents at Ottawa. 


Twenty years ago today, the war 
election was held in Canada. It, of 
course, gave a great majority to the 
Union ministry and shattered the 
Liberal party outside the province

run for western provinces”. The mail brings a letter last night in which 
some lad takes me to task for bucking eastern Canada’s sublimely e- 
sumed over-lordship in sport control. He does it venomously and then 
carefully neglects to sign his name. The envelope is C, P. R. train sta- 
tionery and is post-marked at Winnipeg. The writer proudly boasts that 
he comes from Toronto and is quite certain that I am_ inciting the 
“rebel west” to open revolt. 

Ordinarily such letters are delicately dropped into the waste basket 
with @ sympathetic smile. Writing them undoubtedly saved some one 
from blowing out his main gasket. This one, however, seemed to typify 
a state of mind that seems to be fairly common down in Ontario and 
Quebee. 

Western sport is not trying to control the Dominion show, nor 
is i¢ concerned with any revolt threatening the venerable founda- 
tions of confederation. It is at bitter war, though, with that smug 
complacency which looks upon the west as a kindergarten whose 
views are too immature te be given serious consideration, All the 
west is asking is 50-50 co-operation. Fortunately recent years have 
brought several leaders in eastern sport who understand this and are 
willing to give it. 


Undoubtedly the unknown who gave me the verbal works is one 
of those who mean Toronto when they say Canada. Andy Lytle does 
an inimitable pen picture of these worthies in a recent column in the 
Toronto Star. I give you Lytle: ¢ 

“Considerable time elapsed after we had taken up permanent abode 
in Toronto before we finally grasped the pricelessness of the boon thus 
conferred upon our wretched (we know it now) western self. Foolishly, 
we had imagined that Toronto was but one of several civic gems set in a 
huge Dominion diadem. We stupidly considered such centres as Mont- 
real, Halifax, Winnipeg, Calgary, Vancouver and Victoria as fairly good 
producers of first rate citizens, some capable athletes and the odd ace 
in sweet femininity.
